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DETAILED ACTION 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). Tine drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the common interface 
between said semiconductor region and said second insulating region is not understood 
in view of the forwarded figures in the application. The second insulating region in figure 
2 for example is assumed to be layer (4). However, in view of the position of the first 
iSnsulating region (3) Inside layer (6), there does not seem to be a common interface 
region between said semiconductor region (60 and the second insulating region (4). 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

Claims 1*9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The independent claim presents multiple elements in the claimed invention but 
fails to indicate which elements make up the claimed capacitor. The claim language 
must be structure to clarify the elements of the claimed invention such as the first and 
second capacitive plates and the associated dielectric layer for proper examination. 

Furthermore, it is not dear which element in the structure serves the claimed well 
terminal region in view of several wells in the overall structure as shown by the figures.
